A MICHIGAN MENAGERIE BURNED. 


The Elephants, the Bears, the Wolves and the Mon- 
keys, all Pall Victims te the Piames—A Do- 
mestie Broi}, in Which one Brother is 
Killed and the Other Suicides. 


‘Drrkoit, Micu., May 24.—J. M. French, 
of Detroit, known all over the United States 
as a eircus and menagerie manager, lives 
about five miles from the city hal, and 
wintered lis animals in a large building 
near his house, known as the menagerie 
barn, Which was 120 by 50 feet long. There 
is a blacksmith-shop, the store-house for 
his circus outfit and one or two dwellings 
near by. | 
, About eight o’clock in the morning, after 
the animals had been fed, Miss Price, 
daughter of John B. Price, whose residence 
is opposite French's, diseovered the barn on 
fire and alarmed the household, who, with 
a small Babcock fire-extinguisher and all 
the pails they could gather, ran across the 
road and began the work of trying to save 
the buildings, or, if not the buildings, 
the poor animals known to be confined 
therein. They were joined by French's 
household and the neighbors, everybody 
bringing pails as usual in cases of fire in 
the country. A Babcock fire-extinguisher 
from Mr. French's house was added to the 
impromptu fire department. The fire began 
in the hay loft at the east end of the barn, 
directly over the large stall occupied by the 
elephant, and spread with rapidity through- 
out the entire upper story, so that within tif- 
teen minutes frem the time Miss Price dis- 
covered the jire the roof was one sheet of 
flame, while the lower story was densely 
filled with smoke. : : : 
Mr. French, with two of the keepers, was 
in a distant part of the premises, but on the 
first alarm ran to the barn, and, opening the 
door on the east side, was met by a dense 
volume of smoke, which staggered him, but | 
he stooped and groped his way to the ele- 
plant “Sultan's” stall. The huge animal 
was perfectly noiseless, not having been 
heard to utter the slightest groan, but when 
French reached his side, and calling him by 
name and placed his hand on him, the poor 
beast was found to be rocking to and fro 
rapidly, while his hard hide was crawling 
and rolling in every direction. French says 
the animal acted much like a human being 
suffering from a nervous chill. Sultan, 
while in his stall, alway: had one foot 
chained to the framework. l*rench stooped 
to loosen it, When the crazui beast brought 
his trunk around with a tc::ible force, and 
French was thrown about twenty feet, strik- 
ing against the side of the Luilding.

laughing hyena, one zebra, one gazelle, one 
wolf and one deer. 
The total loss is $23,800; insured for $17,- 
500. <All the insurance but $2,000 expired 
at noon to-day. If the fire had been four 
hours later, the loss would have been prac- 
tically total. 
BaLtiMorE, May 23.—The particulars of 
one of the most startling double tragedies 
that ever occurred in Maryland were re- 
ceived here this evening. John = Stinch- 
comb, sixty-four years old, a4 well-to-do 
farmer, residing about three miles from 
Severn station, in Anne Arundel county, 
shot and kiitled his brother Louis, aged 50, on 
Wednesday last, and subsequently commit- 
ted suieide. 7 
The men had been quarreling for some 
time over a farm of 108 acres, to which they 
were joint heirs, and John repeatedly ac- 
cused the other of a desire to defraud him 
of his right. On Wednesday, hearing that 
Louis, who was the trustee of the property: 
bad employed alawyerto sell the farm, 
John armed himself with a large Enfield 
rifle and proceeded to the place where his 
brother was. working, in Dyson’s charcoal 
pit, about two miles from their home. 
What fullowed can only be inferred from 
the marks on the surrounding ground and 
shrubbery. 
Jobn is thought to have rested his gun on 
a small scrub, and taking deliberate aim at 
his brother, whose back was toward him, to 
have fired, killing him instantly. | 
He returned home, and, without entering 
the house, called loudly to his sisters, who 
ran out tothe lawn. Stinchcomb, who was 
greatly excited, informed them that he had 
shot his brother Louis. The terrified ladies 
asked him if he was dead, when he replied: 
“fT expect he is, and lil be gone, ioo, 
soon.” * ) 
The ladies started to run .to a neighbor's 
to sénd assistance to Louis, when John called 
after them, ‘“good-by!’ Before they had 
gone far they were startled by the re- 
yort of a gun, and, immediately recalling 
the words and actions of theit brother, they 
ran hastily back to the house. The. unfor- 
tunate ladies were horrified to find their 
brother lying dead on the grass in a pool of 
blood, which was flowing from a large 
wound in his right side. After they had 
left him the fratricide and suicide had taken 
oif hts right shoe and stocking, and placing 
the butt of the gun on the ground, with the 
muzzle against his side, pulled the trigger 
with his toes. | 
News of the terrible iragedy spread 
quickly over the county, and a large crowd 
soon began to congregate in the vicinity. 
Justice Harman heid-an inquest on each of 
the bodies, and verdicts in accordance with 
the facts were rendered. The men were 
buried to-day side by side under a large 
tree, within a few hundred yards of the spot 
where John shot bimself. The funerai ser- 
vices were conducted by the Rev. Ryder 
Savage, of this city, in the presence ofa 
crowd of several hundred neighbors.
